GUERNSEY is to limit the size of spider crabs that may legally be taken 
in island waters. 





The States parliament 
decided unanimously to 
adopt the Sea Fisheries 
Committee's proposals 
which will limit the 
marketing size of spider 
crabs to a carapace length 
of 12 cm. 

Councillor Alastair 
Mackay, president of the 
SFC- said: r, All that is really 
proposed is that Guernsey 
fishermen should discard ail 
live spider crabs back to die 
sea, which are too small to be 
marketed. *’

Steering boxes used with 
this type of gear can be 
supplied in cases where only 
one wheel is to be used, and 
a* 80 'F those where wheels 
both inside and outside the 
wheelhou'se are required. 

Both are designed to be

All about 
clip gear 

“YOU MENTIONED 
recently that a longllne 
fisherman on the west 
coast of Scotland intend- 
ed using snood clips or 
snap-on connectors when 
lining for skate and con- 
ger. 

“What are the advantages 
m using these clips, wno 
supplies them, and how is clip 
gear worked?” 

* One advantage of using 
clips is. that hooks can be 
baited and stowed in 
refrigerated compartments or 
m trays containing ico until 
you start to shoot your lines. 

Bait will, therefore, not 
become stale or be wasted if 
bad weather, etc, prevents 
shooting lines immediately. 

Another is that lines can be 
wound on drums instead of 
being coiled in tubs or 
baskets. Because snoods and 
hooks are not clipped on until 
a line is running out freely, 
risk of entanglement while 
shooting is eliminated. 

Spacing of snoods which 
can be varied, is a further ad- 
vantage. They can be at- 
tached to lines close together 
when you are after large 
shoals of small fish in a par- 
ticular area. 

They can be set further 


snoods made of wire instead 
of synthetic fibres, it can 
supply nickel silver wire in 
various sizes nnd n crimping 
tool fur attaching it to clips. 

I presume the Scottish 
longliner works his gear by 
shooting his lines as they do 
in Australia — from a drum 
on the after deck over a roller 
across the transom, clipping 
snoods drawn from trays 
close by to lines as they run 
out. 

In Australia, clip-gear is 
used mostly for lining shark, 
and lines are recovered by a 
hauler a little forward of 
amidships. 

In one Cornish longliner, 
Luhr Jensen type 70 clips are 
used on lines Irom 7-12 mm 
diameter and type 72 clips on 
5-7 min lines. 

Snoods are 20 in. long and 
made of nickel silver wire. 
Lines are made of spun nylon 
and each is 220 m.-long with 
an eye splice at each end. 

A snap buckle and swivel 
arrangement connects each 
line to the next so that the 
main line can be broken at 
any junction without difficul- 
ty. 

Any 220 metre length can 
be used as a dan buoy line by 
simply snapping on swivel 
and anchor. This simplifies 
and speeds operations as, 
with several dans available, 
decisions as to number and 
total length of lines to be laid

Another Stamford 20 kW 
380-volt, three-phase 50 Hz 
AC alternator and a clutched 
standby hydraulic pump for 
the deck machinery is driven 
from the starboard engine.

The tvpe 
WS 820/2165 split trawl 
winches each have one drum 
with capacity for some 930 
fathoms of 2\ in. wire and a 
pull of up to nine tonB. 

Driven by Hagland 
hydraulic motors, the 
winches have a two speed 
stepped control and are fitted 
with automatic spooling. 

The type GWB 680 gilson 
winches and type SWB 1200 
bridle winches are also fitted 
with one main drum. 

A Rapp AW300 anchor 
windlass is fitted on the fore 
end of the shelter deck. 

Hydraulic power for the 
winches is provided by two 
Hydromatic pumps driven 
from the main engine through 
the Hytek gearbox. One 
pump feeds the starboard 
trawl winch, gilson winch and 
bridle winch, and the other 
pump provides power for 
those on the port side.

Navy men learn 
the fishing game 


OFFICERS of the 
Navy ’8 16 fishery 
protection vessels are 
being given intensive 
courses on the fishing 
Industry. 

The courses, which cover 
types of fishing gear used, 
mesh sizes for_ various 
catches, seasonal distribution 
of fish species, and par- 
ricularly tne latest national 
and EEC regulations govar- 


ning fishing in the 200-mile 
zone, are being run by the 
Ministry of Agriculture, 
Fisheries and Food. 

As a further aid the 
Ministry plans to supply a 
reference book to all warships 
on fishery protection dutieB 
which shows different types 
of fish and makeB identifica- 
tion easy. This will be of 
value when a boarding officer 
has to decide whether a 
foreign fishing vessel has 


caught too many fish of a 
banned species. 

Special gauges for measur-
